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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 1-6 are pending in the 
application, with claims 1 and 2 being independent. Claims 1-3 and 5 have been 
amended. Applicant also submits a terminal disclaimer over U.S. Patent 6,646,509. 
These amendments are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is 
respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and 
rejections and that they be withdrawn. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 101 

Claims 1-6 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. Sec. 101 as claiming the same 

invention as that of claims 1-6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,646,509. Claims 1-6 have been 

amended to eliminate any conflicting subject matter in accordance with the Manual of 

Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) Section 804(II)(A). Thus, claims 1-6 are now 

allowable under 35 U.S.C. Sec. 101.
